The world-has heard so much 
in the past two months about the 
drouth and the crop disaster in 
the West that it is time the news- 
papers, which have been making 
such péssimistic forecasts. in- 
formed themselves as to actual 
F conditions and endeavored to cor- 
} rect in some measure the false im- 
Ny pression that must have become 
current abroad owing to the un- 
necessarily dismal pictures thoy 
have drawn. 

What are the actual conditions 
today? 

Here, at Bassano, where it has 
been as dry, possibly, as anywhere 
in the province, harvesting is go- 
ing merrily on. . It is teue that the 
harvest is hotabundant; it is, on 
the contrary, much’ below what 
might have been expected in a 
normal year in. Alberta, which 
would be an abundant year in any 
other country. Still, the farmers 
are harvesting, and they are har- 
vesting with binders. The Cana- 
diun Development Company is 
cutting winter wheat, and it it as 
fine a sample as anyone would 
wish to look at.

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Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Land 
Regulations 


Any person who is the sole head of 
a family, or any male over 18 years 
old may homestead a quarter section 
160 acres, more or less) of available 

ominion’ land in anitoba, Sas- 
katchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear_in person at the Domin- 
ion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions, by father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of intend- 
ing homesteader. 

DUTIES—Six months’ residence 
upon and eultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 8@ 
acres solely owned and occupied by 
him or his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt 
quarter section. alongside his home. 
stead, Price, $3.00 per acre. DUTIES

entry (including the time required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acrés extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
nis homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may take a@ pur- 
chased fomevtead in certain districts, 
Price, $3.00 per acre.
